came to 'Sc/vo, of purpoſe to tarry for maifter Bradſhaw, 
- whom we expected from Scardaron, but ſuch was the mi- 


ſerie and trouble of theſe times and places,that the Florex- 
tines and Malteſſis had ſent outdiuers ſhips to intercept 
the tranſportation of Turkes in any Chriſtian veſlell what- 
foeuer, and lighting vpon him , put him to a dangerous 
fight , in which hee was ſorely wounded, and had much 
adoe to comeofft with vtter deſtruction : ſo wee loſt our 
paſſage,and ſpent our money in this Iland , where the 
Greckiſh women are extraordinarily beautifull, rich, 
and handſome: and rhe Engliſh Marchant liueth ar 
great expences not daring to truſt any of vs withour 
good billes of Exchange, or good ſufficient affurance 
of a better eſtate, then moſt commonly a traueller can 


| enlarge. Wee did allo heare that Maiſter Pizdar our 


Conſull at efleppo, behaued himfelfe very worthic of 
he belt report indeede, and had much adoe in thoſe 
rurkiſh tumules for to {aue his life, and keepethe rowne 
and Merchants from ſpoyling. Befides , at Scanderom a 
moſt intricate buſinefſe about Maiſter E, a Merchant, 
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and a Frenchman , who had contracted a bargaine for 
Gawls to the valew of 10000. dollers , - raifed his fame for 

the well contriuing,in ſauing all their lives. For the Turkes 
maintaining iuſtice in the ſtricteſt manner, and puniſhing 

the leaft corruption that way with death, found an occa-

Chriſtian religion : ſo that in their account hee is but a 
meere vſurper of their glory and promotion, which hee 
hath ouermantled with'diutfes and mens taaditions , that 
neither they can acknowledge him a father in the true 

Church, nor he them”, as obedient children ps his my | 
| onlitio® 
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Confiftory. Concerning their ciuill gouernment,it is a 
meere mangled body. For no man poſleſleth either lands, 
goods, or {carcely their lines in fecuritjez bur either the 
Turkes command makes them flaues,or the Tmymarrzet s or 
quartering of {ouldters by the name of Capoges, or xpahzes 
ſubieceth altto licentiouſnefle and incontinencie : they 
haue no munited cities,but vpon the frontires of T7 4nſlu* 
»/4 and Hungary, norpermitred the poſſeſſion of armour 
or munition : onelyGratianopelis, Andrinopolis, Philopolss, 
Sz/enica,Galipo/is,and ome townes in the Llands are popu- 
Jous and ful of Edifcies.,but farre from their Woe bens 
ty,or othercities of Earope. To conclude ina word, they 
are the meere pictures of miſerable contuſton, and ruines 
of time.Concerning their religion, itis ſo corrupted with 
age & pride of preeedency,that it will entertaine no refor- 
nation;ſaying plainly, that Azttoch was the firft Chriſtian 


Church,and the Greekes made the.ſheepe of Chriſts fold 


. before euer Paul was carryed priioner to Rem : as for Pe- 


te75 per{ecution,or being there at all, they abſolutely de- 
ride it:and aflure vs, that he was twenty year elders of Ax- 
t:och,and appointed the Apoſtle ouer the Iewes.Inpouer- 
tie they almoſt come neere the Primitine Church. For 
their Monaſteries are much diminiſhed, and their Chur- 
ches and Congregations very ſmall, and of little entrade: 
they denie purgatory, and the Popes ſupremacy, ſaying 
plainly, that if ſuch a title were exrant or neceſlary, it be- 
longed to John Patriarch of Conſtantinople, with whom 
Gregory the Greatof Rome,had many encounters to ſup- 

refſe that rumour : they baptiſe with oyle and water,haue 
toure Lents, faſt preciſcly,weare long haire like the Naza- 
rites,allow of no Saints bur in the Bible,nor haue pictures 
inthe Church but from thence: yet do they celebrate cer- 
taine feaſts to Saint George. Nichoat and Demetrius gthey 


are mych giucn tomirth, and exceeds in contraries, For 
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wit may fele& the beſt, though many ablurdities arc en- 
termingled with ſome truthes. = 

Concerning this Turkiſh gouerment,neuer came Mo- 
narchy to the height offucha prevailing. For there is no 
ſubieCt of hereditary eminence but himtelfe, and this Em 
peror Sultan Achmat is the 14.98 the houſe of Othoman: the 
doctors of their Law called A/charon, and the Mufty the

- principall Prieſt,rule the Empire,although it ſeeme rana- 


ged vnder the gouernment of the 5. /7zeezes, & other Ba- 
ſhawes : the ſtrength of his kingdome is meerly ſupported 
by the 7aniſſaries & louldiers,who are the {onnes of Chri- 
ſtians,and depend vpon the pleaſure of their Emperour,as 
without eyther Friend or Parent,but the Turkes penfion : 
They loue luſtice:punih Adulcry with death: ate Drun- 
kennes,and Blaſphemy: doe nothing burto purpole : care 
no ſwynes-fleſh: nor ſhould drinke any wine : They weare 
long garments : neuer vncouerthe head , which is all ſha- 
uen,except one locke on the toppe,by which they tſuppo!e 
robepulled vp to heauE by Mahomet their great prophet : 


They haue many wines & cocubins to preuet adultry:they 


write bias,and read backward,asthe Hebrues;and neglect 
all languages but cheir owne, Pexſzan,and 4r2b/4» : None 
but of Mahometsrace weareth greene,aud all are obedient 
totheir Baſhaws: &they abſolute tlucs ro the Emperoviry 
For their religion,it is full of great reuerence: They call to 
their churches or moſques 4. timesa day,by the voyces of 
men,onthe top of a tower : and on friday (their fabboth) 
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5. times : No living thing is pictured or engrauen in theyr 
churches or »9/qu2zs, to auoyde idolatry. The principall 
Prieſt is the 14/7, of great account with the Emperour : 
Forhe & the doctors of their law,ouer-rule in many cul! 
things. Theorcer of Derurces is ſutableto the (apuciine 
friers,and arecalled Turners: They allow God the Father, 
bur denye the 7727:t/e : They reverence the three pt ofel- 
fors of the three religions : Moy/es for the Tewes :Chrift tor 
the Chrifttans : & AMahomet for themſelues : They hate 1n 
others prophanation or bla/phemy,and obſerue naturelle, 
mad-men.,and fooles: They bury their dcad with a {1nging 
noyic,and watch o0er the graues, with mourning & how - 
ling. Infiaitorher parciculars may be obſ{er.ted, but rheſe 
ſhail fuſhcetill a larger diſcourſe can bring mee within the 
each Ot your acceptation.and ſhewe,hoiw I haue not em- | 
ployed my time anifle ; and am villing to g1Ne you notice 
of the ſane; whoime of allother men I would content in 
this kinde.

a matter of trealon, againſt God and his Angells;thus to 
extenuate the authoricde of the Mother-Church, by ſuch 
preſumpruovs reſtratnts,againſtrhe will &pleaſure of the 
Pope and his Cardinails.

on,by proſtrating his {cruice to the State : and attend ng 
the ſame(if need and occaſion required) with 50. Horlm: 
at his owne charge; and becauſe they ſhould not lay im- 
putation vpon him of formalitic,and ceremonious brauc- 
ric, from winde and fmoake, he brought them by Sea into 
rhe Citic itſelte,and had licence to make a Marriall ſheiy 
before the Ladies and better fort of the people: And thus 
in a ſequeſtred place,at their fundamento nuono,he muſtred 
50.Horlm: with reaſonable equippage , and proportiona- 
ble diſcipline , which was neuer ſecnc in Venice before.

ence, and rurned their myrth into forrow, and their ſor- 
rowes into raging and phrenzie. For the Baſhaw expec- 
ting nothing but Tribute and legall juriſdiction, is care- 
leſſe how other Nations eyther liue with vpright conſci- 
ence,or thriue with lawtull profite : So that the better ſort 
practiſe what they lift,becauſe no man dare controwle,and 
inferiours follow all libertie and Iicentioutnes, becauſe the 
others make way with ill example : The church-men con- 
firme rei1gion, but for pollicic,and are onely proud : they 
can terrifie the ſimple with feare of damnation, and dazell 
the eyes of the ignorant withthe gawdy colours of ſuper- 
ſtition.
